William H. Taft is the first presi­ 


dent since 
George 
Washington 
to 


T a m e a new' federal court. 
It is a 
remarkable series 
of 
events which 
have given to 
Mr. 
Taft, 
not yet 
three >ears in office, 
tho 
duty 
ot 
making the greatest 
judicial tribu­ 
nal in the world reflect the charac­ 


ter of a single individual. 
In the campaign 
of 
1908 it was 
foreseen that a number of vacancies 
in the supreme 
court 
were 
immi­ 
nent and emphasis was laid on the 
importance of selecting a president 
capable of 
recognizing 
the obliga­ 


tion 
the 
new* 
appointment 
would 
bring upon 
him. 
More 
vacancies 
have occurred than wrere 
then fore­ 
seen. 
No partisanship is involved 
in the statement that Hr. Taft has 
met this obligation 
in 
a 
manner 
highly satisfactory. 
The court, as most 
people recall, 
is composed of nine justices, one of 
whom presides and has the title of 
chief. 
President 
Taft has named 
f.ve of the court’s full quota of nine 
aud has promoted one associate jus­ 
tice to the chief 
justiceship. 
The 
last appointment makes the court a 
Taft court by a majority’ of one, be­ 
sides which the president will have 
the distinction of having given 
the 
chief justice his high rank. 
And Mr. Taft has done more than 
make over the court. He has thown 
partisanship to 
the 
winds and 
se­ 
lected judges upon merit. 
Justices 
Lurton, of Tennessee, 
and 
I^aninr, 
ot Georgia, Taft appointees, are both 
democrats. Chief Justice White, pro­ 
moted by Taft to 
the 
head of tho 
court, is not only a democrat of the 
old school, but is a former 
officer 
iii the army of the southern Confed­ 
eracy. 
It is 
decidedly 
an 
encouraging 
sign that

president elected as a 
partisan will take so
